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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Fitzwilliam : 

I  herein  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

The  general  demand  for  better  educational  opportunities 
for  the  youth  in  our  public  schools  is  indeed  a  serious  problem 
at  the  present  time.  In  order  to  meet  the  various  needs  of 
boys  and  girls  and  to  prepare  most  of  them  to  enter  high  school 
tlie  modern  elementary  school  has  many  new  responsibilities. 
The  development  of  the  basic  skills  and  abilities  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  are  as  essential  as  ever.  More  effective 
learning  in  the  social  studies  with  increased  emphasis  on 
democratic  living  is  needed  to  develop  better  citizenship  both 
within  and  outside  school.  An  adequate  school  program  should 
also  provide  the  opportunities  for  directed  experiences  in 
general  science,  manual  arts,  domestic  arts,  music,  the  fine 
arts,  health,  and  wider  social  contacts.  The  facilities  for 
these  objectives  will  be  limited  in  many  schools  during  the 
present  period  of  shortages  and  high  costs. 

The  maintenance  of  well  qualified  teachers  in  the  public 
village  and  rural  schools  is  almost  an  impossibility  unless 
nearby  resident  teachers  are  available.  At  the  present  time 
70,000  teaching  jobs  are  vacant  in  the  United  States.  More 
than  350,000  teachers  have  left  our  public  schools  since  1941. 
Over  2,000.000  school-age  children  are  not  in  school  and  mil- 
lions of  those  in  school  are  receiving  inferior  education  due 
to  the  fact  that  11 '^000  teachers,  or  one  out  of  every  eight,  are 
serving  on  sub-standard  permits.  This  problem  is  enhanced 
by  increased  enrollments  in  our  schools  and  fewer  students 
preparing  to  teach, 

I  believe  that  the  general  morale  of  the  schools  would  be 
greatly  improved  if  parents  exerted  a  stronger  influence  on 
their  children.  Cooperative  attitudes  of  obedience  and  re- 
spect  for   authority   should   start    in   the   home.    The   mutual 
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help  of  parents  and  teachers  is  needed  by  all  youth  at  the 
present  time. 

The  Fitzwilliam  School  District  is  maintaining  a  con- 
structive program  for  the  welfare  of  its  youth.  Many  major 
improvements  to  meet  the  common  needs  of  children  in  the 
Fitzwilliam  Schools  are  mentioned  in  the  report  of  a  committee 
authorized  at  the  last  annual  school  district  meeting.  The 
recommendation  of  this  committee  merits  careful  consideration 
as  a  long  range  program. 

Recent  changes  to  meet  the  immediate  needs  follow : 

1.  Improvements  at  the  Columbian  School  include  an 
adequate  supply  of  running  water,  new  movable  furniture,  and 
a  fire  escape  for  the  use  of  the  children  on  the  second  floor. 

2.  A  well  organized  and  equipped  school  lunch  program 
that  provides  the  opportunity  for  all  pupils  to  obtain  a  well 
balanced  meal  at  low  cost.  The  success  of  this  project  is 
due  in  part  to  the  effective  work  of  interested  citizens,  par- 
ticularly to  those  who  prepare,  deliver  and  serve  these  meals 
at  the  schools. 

3.  Improved  instruction  resulting  from  further  revision 
of  textbooks,  more  visual  aids,  the  best  classroom  teachers 
available,  and  the  employment  of  a  music  supervisor. 

4.  Educational  films  shown  in  the  schools  on  a  regular 
schedule  by  Mr.  John  B.  Russell  who  has  contributed  his 
services  and  furnished  a  sound  projector  for  this  purpose. 

5.  The  classification  of  pupils  with  one  or  two  grades 
per  teacher  has  resulted  in  more  attention  to  the  individual 
pupil.

Due  to  additional  enrollments  in  the  lower  grades  Mrs. 
Mertie  Hornig  of  Keene,  N.  H.  was  employed  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year  to  teach  the  pupils  in  the  second  grade 
at  the  Columbian  School.  Mr.  Howard  Park  became  the  new 
music  supervisor  at  this  time.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Damon,  Mrs. 
Marion  Sabin,  and  Mr.  Russell  Raymond  have  been  retained 
as  teachers  in  the  intermediate  and  upper  grades  respectively. 

The  efficiency  of  the  present  program  is  handicapped  by 
overcrowded  conditions  at  the  Junior  High  building.  The 
apparent  increase  of  enrollment  in  grades  three  and  four  indi- 
cates a  need  for  an  additional  teacher  at  the  village  school 
within  the  next  two  years.  When  these  pupils  now  in  the 
lower  grades  reach  grades  five  and  six  additional  housing 
space  will  be  necessary.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herein  submit  my  first  report  as  Music  Supervisor  in 
the  Fitzwilliam  schools. 

We  have  in  our  local  schools  a  basic  vocal  music  series 
known  effectively  as  "The  Singing  School"  published  by 
C.  C.  Birchard  Co.  of  Boston.  The  title  of  the  series  expresses 
the  fundamental  aim — that  of  making  each  classroom  a  "sing- 
ing school." 

The  vocal  music  course  blends  itself  into  many  phases 
of  the  child's  life  in  all  the  richness  that  music  may  provide. 
Whether  it  be  in  the  classroom,  on  the  playground,  in  com- 
munity relationships,  or  in  the  home,  there  is  a  musical  ex- 
perience with  the  vividness  that  it  takes  to  arouse  pupil 
interest. 

The  music  program,  aside  from  giving  the  pupils  countless 
songs,  attempts  to  develop  the  feeling  for  beautiful  music  and 
lyric  ;  a  strong  clear  picture  of  democracy ;  music  fundamentals ; 
music  reading;  music  appreciation;  the  study  of  Schubert, 
Mozart,  Haydn,  Beethoven,  Stephen  Foster  as  well  as  the 
music  writers  of  today ;  and  last,  creative  activity  both  in 
art  and  lyric  writing  as  well  as  the  creation  of  little  melodies. 

In  Grades  One  and  Two  a  great  deal  is  being  done  to  de- 
velop the  desire  to  listen  to  fine  music  and  appreciate  it. 
Music  reading  has  already  been  started  in  the  Second  Grade 
with  special  emphasis  on  clear  speech  while  singing.  The 
study  of  music  fundamentals  has  made  great  progress  in 
grades  Three  and  Four.  To  the  program  has  been  added  tonal 
and  verbal  diction  for  the  development  of  better  musical 
hearing. 

To  assure  each  boy  and  girl  in  the  system  an  exact  sense 
of  rhythm,  skipping  and  folk  singing  games  are  taught.  A 
well-balanced  rhythm  band  is  periodically  in  action  with 
student   conductors   in   Grades   One   and    Two.     Folk    dancing 
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replaces  the  simple  singing  games  in  the  Junior  High  classes 
using  both  records  and  their  vocal  texts. 

The  operetta  "Christmas  And  The  Four  Freedoms"  which 
was  produced  just  before  the  holiday  season  provided  an 
outlet  for  a  great  deal  of  self-expression,  and  too,  reinstated 
musically  the  true  meaning  of  Christmas  with  a  patriotic 
angle. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Teachers  for  their  efforts  in 
carrying  out  the  music  program.

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

^.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  assessed  for  the  ensuing 
rear  for  the  sunport  of  public  schools  and  the  payment  of  the 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  as  determined  by  the 
school  board  in  its  annual  report. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  as  a  deficit  appro- 
priation for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1948. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  ($700.00)  for  new 
equipment. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($225.00)  for 
an  electric  refrigerator  for  use  in  the  School  Lunch  and 
Domestic  Arts  programs. 

12.  To  see  if  the*  district  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  for  an  audit  of  accounts  by  the  Municipal 
A-Ccounting  Division  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  for  this  purpose. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSOLIDATION 
OF  SCHOOLS 


This  committee,  havings  been  given  only  the  authority  to 
study  the  i)lan  of  consolidation  and  make  recommendations, 
unanimously  agiee  that  consolidation  is  advisable  for  the  fol- 
loAving  practical  reasons : 

1.  The  district  now  maintains  three  separate  buildings, 
three  janitors  who  in  turn  must  keep  seven  fires,  with  the 
possibility  of  nine  fires  if  the  over-crowded  conditions  make 
it  necessary  to  ()j')en  the  upper  room  of  the  village  school. 
This  means  supplying  various  types  of  fuel  for  each  building, 
Avhereas  in  one  building,  the  proper  central  heating  system 
would  mean  one  fire,  one  janitor  and  one  type  of  fuel. 

2.  Transportation  now  necessitates  bus  routes  repeating 
themselves,  and  pupils  waiting  at  separate  buildings  in  order 
to  be  distributed  to  their  respective  grades.  One  building 
would  mean  one  point  of  pick  up,  and  one  destination. 

8.  The  two  lower  schools  still  maintain  primitive  toilet 
systems,  but  to  change  these  would  necessitate  installing  central 
heating  systems  in  each  building,  as  any  modern  plumbing 
would  of  course   freeze  in  winter. 

4.  Over  a  three  year  period,  several  major  repairs  would 
be   necessary : 

a.  New  roofing  on  the  Village  school. 

b.  Proper  plumbing  in  both  the  Village  and  Co- 
lumbian schools, 

c.  New  and  adequiate  lighting  in  the  Junior  High 

school. 

d.  Changing  of  the  heating  system  in  the  J.H.S. 
Note :     As  the  system  now  stands,  the  smaller  class- 
room, v.hich   gets  the  sun  the   greater  part  of  the 
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day,  is  directly  over  the  furnace,  making  it  at  times 
unbearably  hot.  Even  with  an  attempt  to  distribute 
the  heat  evenly,  it  is  necessary  to  run  a  second 
furnace  in  the  larger  classroom,  this  furnace  being 
right  next  to  the  teacher's  desk,  and  some  front  row 
pupils.  As  a  result  these  people  are  too  warm,  while 
those  in  the  back  of  the  room  are  not  warm  enough. 
A  third  fire  has  to  be  kept  downstairs  for  Domestic 
Science  classes,  and  the  School  Lunch  program. 

5.  It  would  be  impractical  over  a  period  of  years  to 
attempt  to  carry  on  the  school  lunch  program  of  a  complete 
meal,  while  maintaining  three  buildings.  Pood  must  be  trans- 
ported from  the  central  kitchen  at  the  Junior  High,  and  this 
year  it  is  only  through  the  kindness  of  interested  citizens  that 
we  are  able  to  serve  hot  lunches  in  each  school. 

6.  In  regard  to  Musical  Education,  it  is  now  necessary 
to  keep  three  pianos  tuned,  and  to  transport  borrowed  record 
players.  Any  stage  production  su(;h  as  aji  operetta  or  gradua- 
tion exercises,  involves  transportation  for  rehearsals  of  all 
pupils  to  and  from  a  central  building,  as  well  as  inconvenience 
to  the  teachers. 

7.  Under  the  existing  system  it  is  necessary  for  all  three 
locations  to  be  plowed  out  after  each  storm — one  building 
would  mean  only  one  driveway.  Also,  following  each  storm 
it  is  now  necessary  to  shovel  two  paths  each  to  the  inadequate 
toilets  of  the  lower  schools. 

8.  The  water  supply  in  the  schools  is  so  inadequate  that 
it  prevents  meeting  even  minimum  standards  of  health  and 
sanitation  in   a  well  regulated  school  program. 

9.  Due  to  greatly  overcrowded  conditions,  and  the  antici- 
pation of  additional  pupil  load,  it  will  be  necessary  to  either 
hire  another  teacher  and  open  the  upper  room  of  the  Village 
School,  or  go  to  the  expense  of  making  a  permanent  classroom 
out  of  the  small  room  at  the  Junior  High. 

10.  The  present  construction  of  the  Junior  High  School 
provides    inadequate    exits    from    the    basement    classroom. 
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The  Committee  unanimously  agrees  that  consolidation,  pro- 
viding one  building  with  a  room  for  auditorium  and  gymnasium 
purposes,  is  advisable  for  the  following  EDUCATIONAL 
reasons : 

1.  Physical  Education  in,  as  well  as  out  of  doors  for  all. 

2.  Recreation  in,  as  'well  as  out  of  doors  for  all. 

3.  Visual  education.  As  schools  now  stand,  pupils  must 
sit  two  in  a  chair,  and  have  no  means  of  blacking  out  the 
windows  when  educational  films  are  shown.  Also,  the  first 
and  second  grades  are  deprived  this  program  due  to  the  neces- 
sity of  transporting  heavy  equipment. 

4.  Musical  Education — Space  and  equipment  for  educa- 
tional and  dramatic  programs,  as  well  as  for  graduation. 

5.  Vocational  Education — Space  and  equipment  for  chil- 
dren to  work  with  their  hands. 

6.  Health — Improper  plumbing,  water  supply,  heat  and 
lighting  hinder  a  good  educational  program. 

7.  School  Lunch — Children  have  a  hot,  well  balanced  meal, 
prepared  under  sanitary  conditions,  which  teaches  them  good 
health  practices,  the  application  of  good  manners,  and  provides 
social  contact.  School  lunch  program  has  become  a  regular 
part  of  the  school  days  work  in  places  where  it  can  be 
maintained. 

8.  Administrative — More  efficient  administration,  and 
supervision  of  scholastic  and  physical  program. 

The  committee  met  with  Mr.  Paul  Farnum,  Chief  of  the 
Division  of  Administrative  Services  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  to  discuss  consolidation,  and  the  possibilities  of 
adding  on  to  the  -lunior  High  School,  or  building  a  whole  new 
unit.  The  committee  also  w^ent  to  Concord,  and  under  the 
guidance  of  Dr.  Gertrude  Lewis,  Director  of  Elementary  School 
Services  in  the  state,  visited  various  schools.  One  building, 
although  larger  than  needed  in  Fitzwilliam,  offered  an  ideal 
educational  program.  Another  school  was  a  smaller  and  more 
modern  one  story  construction,  with  an  auditorium-gymnasium. 
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The  many  advantages  of  a  school  lunch  program  in  one 
building  was  particularly  noticeable  here.  The  committee  went 
on  to  Candia,  Kingston  and  Hampstead,  where  each  school 
offered  a  type  of  construction  or  program  that  would  be  helpful 
in  planning  for  consolidation. 

The   Committee   unanimously   recommends : 

1.  That  all  pupils  should  be  housed  in  one  building  with 
equal   educational    opportunities, 

2.  That    the    School    District    provide    a    committee    to 
obtain  plans  for  this  recommendation.

Under  this  article  the  following  business  was 
taken  up :  Resolution  presented  by  Francis  R.  Parker  and 
passed  by  a  rising  vote :  Resolved :  That  beginning  with  Gen- 
eral James  Reed  in  the  year  1774,  the  moderators  of  the  Town 
of  Fitzwilliam  have  been  men  who  not  only  were  held  in  the 
highest  esteem  by  their  fellow  citizens,  but  were  men  who  have 
uniformally  conducted  the  town  meetings  in  a  manner  which 
has  called  forth  the  admiration  of  all. 

John  S.  Blair,  who  for  more  than  twenty-five  years  has 
served  this  town  as  moderator,  has  well  upheld  the  high 
standard  set  by  his  predecessors. 

Having  refused  to  be  a  candidate  for  the  office  he  has 
held  so  long,  the  voters  of  Fitzwilliam  here  assembled  this  11th 
day  of  March,  1947,  wish  to  sincerely  thank  Mr.  Blair  for  his 
faithful  and  efficient  service  throughout  the  years.

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FOREST  FIKE  PROBLEM  SERIOUS 

The  year  1947  was  one  of  the  worst  periods  of  drouth  and  forest  fire 
occurence  in  eastern  United  States  history.  la<5k  of  water  ruined  crops 
lowered  water  levels  and  dried  up  brooks  everywhere.  Three  months  of 
deficient  rainfall  and  abnormally  high  temperatures  resulted  in  many 
fires  which  were  mostly  well  controlled  and  kept  within  bounds.  Only  the 
high  winds  begiiming  on  October  23rd  caused  a  few  fires  to  escape  be- 
y<md  immediate  controL  These  few  fires  resulted  in  burning  some  ISfiW 
acres  and  the  loss  of  63  or  more  buildings  in  four  New  Hampshire  towns. 

All  October  fires  were  costly.  They  burned  deeply  in  the  ground  and 
required  day  and  night  patrol  of  large  crews  of  men  until  the  rains  came 
late  In  October.  Towns  which  escaped  from  serious  fires  might  easily 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  the  most  serious  conflagration  we  had. 

Governor  Dale  closed  the  woods  effective  at  midnight  o*  October  15th. 
With  the  blow-up  of  October  23rd,  a  second  proclamation  closed  all  back 
roads  and  authorized  towns  to  inaugurate  patroL  The  effect  of  this  was 
to  cut  down  subsequent  fires  for  the  rest  of  the  dry  period. 

Local  fire  warden  forces  performed  an  admirahle  job  to  hold  the 
more  than  200  fires  that  occurred  during  this  October  period.  Many 
men  were  taxed  to  the  utmost  as  the  emergency  continued.  To  them  and 
all  those  who  did  their  work,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude.  The  state  forest  fire  control  agency  based  on  local  town 
wardens  and  town  crews  wherever  adequately  equipped  rose  to  the  oc- 
casion and  met  the  test  in  whatever  town  their  services  were  needed. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  stock  everywhere  of  our  fire  fighting  facili- 
ties for  the  season  ahead  and  to  make  them  adequate  where  necessary. 
To  this  end  town  fire  {riians  and  training  programs  for  wardens,  deputies 
and  other  key  men  in  each  district  are  being  arranged  or  in  progress.  If 
equipment  and  tools  are  insufficient  to  properly  equip  the  available  man 
power  in  each  community  with  the  right  tools  for  the  job,  they  should  be 
provided  for  at  once.  The  yearly  addition  of  fire  tools  to  the  town  sup- 
ply will  generally  need  to  be  built  up.  The  state  sells  tools  to  the  towns 
and  shares  one-half  their  cost.  Good  equipment  is  important  and  can 
help  greatly  to  keep  both  damage  and  fire  costs  at  a  minimum. 

For  many  years  we  have  requested  our  wardens  not  to  issue  burning 
permits  except  on  rainy  days.  This  regulation  will  be  in  effect  again  this 
year  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  means  of  assuring  such  fires  from  getting 
out  of  controL  Nine  out  of  every  ten  fires  can  be  prevented,  98  percent  of 
all  fires  being  due  to  human  carelessness.  Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  for  any 
fire  in  or  near  woodland  when  the  ground  is  free  from  snow.  Be  sure  your 
fires  are  always  out  before  you  leave  them.  Help  us  in  getting  the  teavel- 
llng  public  to  keep  from  throwing  out  lighted  matches  or  cigarettes.  Be 
careful  of  all  fires  in  or  near  woodland.
